TOWN  WARRANT 


[L.  S.] 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Barnstead  in  the  County 
of  Belknap  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  The  Town  House  in  said 
Barnstead  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  one  road  agent  in- 
stead of  four. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  of  three 
per  cent  on  property  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  first  Satur- 
day of  July  19377 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  state  aid  con- 
struction or  state  aid  on  class  V  maintenance  and  raise  money 
for  same. 


7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a  truck  plow  (by 
request). 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $58.00  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association  of  New 
Hampshire  for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  mat- 
ter calling  attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages 
of  the  town  in  cooperation  with  other  towns  in  the  Lakes 
region. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $800.00  for  the  purchase  of  the  Seward's  Mill 
property  and  lot  for  W.  P.  A.  project. 


SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Serial  notes  outstanding  for  1937  are  $19,000.  A  temp- 
orary loan  of  $1000  on  account  of  taxable  property  bought 
by  Town  amounting  to  $4,075.42. 

On  account  of  the  flood  in  the  Spring  of  1936  the  town 
highways  and  bridges  received  an  estimated  damage  of  ap- 
proximately $10,000.  $2,062.05  was  expended  by  the  town 
for  emergency  repairs  and  was  reimbursed  by  the  State.  The 
State  paid  for  all  gravel,  operators  on  the  tractor  and  grader 
used  on  these  damaged  roads,  also  restored  all  the  bridges 
that  were  carried  away  and  repaired  those  that  were  dam- 
aged, eight  in  all.  This  does  not  include  the  filling  in  of 
street  in  the  Center  and  restoring  a  good  reliable  drain  for 
same. 

The  Town,  in  addition  to  this  help  from  the  State,  re- 
ceived from  the  W.  P.  A.  grading  of  damaged  highways  to 
the  amount  of  $2900.  The  Government  also  shared  a  part 
of  the  expense  on  the  bridges  with  the  State. 

The  Selectmen  feel  very  grateful  to  both  the  Government 
and  the  State  for  this  assistance  and  wish  to  thank  all  of  the 
officials  for  their  cooperation  with  us  in  helping  to  lift  this 
heavy  burden. 

In  addition  to  all  this  we  had  the  money  from  the  Statp 
for  the  Province  Poad  and  tbe  T.  R.  A.  The  T.  P.  A.  money 
has  not  all  been  used,  we  are  to  have  the  balance  this  coming 
Spring. 

The  tractor  has  cost  the  town  $3,943.31.  About  $1200 
was  for  new  parts.  Not  having  any  snow  this  winter  has 
helped  to  reduce  this  expense  over  last  year. 
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The  net  debt  for  the  Town  has  been  reduced  this  year  from 
$22,284.64  to  $16,432.68,  making  a  difference  of  $5,851.96. 

State  and  county  tax  was  about  $72.20  less  than  last  year. 

The  Town  took  deeds  of  six  pieces  of  property  in  1935  and 
they  have  all  been  sold  except  a  small  parcel  of  land  near  the 
Grilmanton  line.  Nearly  all  of  these  places  have  been  sold  to 
the  mortgagee,  the  owner  or  his  family.

Part  VII.     Report  of  School  Health  Work 

Part  I.     Educational  Policy 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  your  superintendent  to  raise  as 
rapidly  as  possible  the  standards  of  the  schools  under  bis 
supervision  to  that  point  that  is  generally  accepted  by  mod- 
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ern  schools  as  attainable  and  desirable.  By  the  use  of  modern 
standard  tests  it  is  now  possible  to  measure  quite  accurately 
the  achievement  of  pupils  in  all  of  the  fundamental  subjects ; 
reading,  arithmetic,  spelling,  geography,  history,  language 
usage,  literature,  and  physiology.  By  using  such  test  as  much 
as  time  will  permit  the  pupils'  progress  in  these  subjects  have 
been  kept  track  of,  weaknesses  isolated,  and  strengths  dis- 
covered. Thus  each  pupil  is  treated  as  an  individual  and 
helped  with  his  personal  problems. 

But  the  teaching  of  reading,  'riting,  and  'rithmetie  is  not 
the  whole  story.  The  boys  and  girls  who  are  attending  the 
schools  must  be  developed  into  law-abiding,  self-governing, 
cooperative  citizens.  This  is  a  task  where  the  steps  of  prog- 
ress are  far  more  difficult  to  measure.  In  this  regard  we 
assume  that  a  child  in  school,  who  makes  improvements  in 
his  attitude  toward  his  fellow  pupils  and  his  teachers  and 
in  his  habits  of  conduct  in  his  association  with  them,  is  head- 
er] in  the  right  direction  along  the  path  of  respectful  citizen- 
ship. Experience  has  shown  that  children  can  be  happy  and 
their  hours  in  the  school  as  well  as  in  the  home  can  be  full 
of  joyous  living  if  they  will  but  open  their  minds  and  allow 
that  truth  to  but  touch  their  souls.  Your  superintendent 
and  teachers  are  employed  to  do  what  they  can  do  to  lead 
the  young  lives  under  their  guidance  into  worthy  citizenship 
and  it  is  their  sincere  desire  to  meet  that  great  obligation. 
The  school  is  a  social  group  in  which  each  individual  has  his 
rights  but  it  is  the  teacher's  duty  to  insist  that  a  pupil's  as- 
sertion of  his  rights  does  not  detract  from  the  rights  of 
others.  It  is  the  teacher's  duty  to  insist  that  each  child  in 
the  school  shall  act  cooperatively  with  the  rest  of  the  group 
for  if  he  does  not  act  with  them,  he  will  act  against  them, 
and  that  cannot  be  permitted  any  more  in  the  school  than 
in  the  adult  community. 
Part  II.    Progress  in  Administration  and  Organization 

(a)   Pupil  Record  System 
A  famous  doctor  once  said  that  when  he  was  called  to  the 
bedside  of  a  sick  person  it  was  as  necessary. for  him  to  know 
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who  had  the  disease  as  it  was  for  him  to  know  what  disease 
the  patient  had,  meaning  that  diseases  do  not  work  the  same 
on  different  individuals.  In  the  same  way  it  is  necessary 
for  teachers  and  superintendent  to  know  as  much  as  possible 
about  each  individual  pupil.  In  order  to  meet  this  need  there 
has  been  established  throughout  this  supervisory  union  a 
very  complete  pupil  record  system.  Complete  reports  of  the 
scholastic  progress  of  the  pupils  are  made  regularly  by  the 
teachers  to  the  superintendent's  office,  also  the  admission  or 
discharge  of  any  pupil  is  reported  promptly  by  the  teacher 
to  the  superintendent.  On  each  pupil's  permanent  record 
card  there  is  recorded  in  addition  to  his  regular  subject 
marks  the  results  of  the  standard  achievement  and  intelli- 
gence tests  he  has  taken.  There  are  two  copies  of  each  said 
record  card;  one  in  the  superintendent's  office,  and  one  in 
the  classroom  where  the  child  is  in  attendance.  This  de- 
tailed information,  always  at  hand  for  reference  by  the  su- 
perintendent and  by  the  teacher,  enables  them  to  better  under- 
stand each  individual  pupil  and  for  that  reason  makes  them 
more  able  to  help  each  pupil  with  his  individual  problems. 

(b)  Report  Cards 

Closely  tying  in  with  the  permanent  record  system  is  the 
system  of  regular  reports  made  to  the  parents.  After  a  care- 
ful study  of  modern  practices  regarding  the  use  of  report 
cards  a  new  form  was  adopted  for  use  in  the  fall  of  1935. 
These  cards  carry  to  the  parents  not  only  the  pupil's  tra- 
ditional marks  on  the  usual  subjects  but  also  the  teacher's 
opinion  of  the  way  the  pupil  is  getting  along  as  a  citizen  of 
the  school.  Many  favorable  comments  have  been  received 
from  parents  about  this  new  report  card. 

Part  III.     Instruction 

(a)  Teachers 

No  vacancies  occurred  in  the  teaching  force  during  the  year. 
Before  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  in  1936  three  changes 
had  taken  place :  ( 1 )   Olive  Ames  had  accepted  a  position  in 
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Rochester,  N.  H.,  in  the  eighth  grade  :  (2)  Alma  Lakeman  had 
accepted  a  position  in  Alton  to  teach  grades  one  and  two, 
and  (3)  Doris  Barnes  was  transferred  from  the  Beauty  Hill 
School  to  the  Parade  School,  Miss  Ruth  A.  Hussey  of  Green- 
land, N.  H.,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Normal  School,  replacing 
her.

(6)  Textbooks 

Last  year  in  my  report  I  spoke  of  the  plan  which  has  been 
initiated  "to  provide  in  the  primary  grades  reading  practice 
with  a  vocabulary  so  chosen  that  children  will  be  led  gradually 
into  an  understanding  of  the  words  and  terms  necessary  for 
satisfactory  progress  in  the  various  subjects."  Definite  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  carrying  forward  this  plan.  Exten- 
sion readers  in  health  have  been  adopted  for  use  in  the  third 
grade,  in  art  in  grades  one,  two  and  three  and  in  social  science 
in  the  first  grade.  The  two  sets  of  social  science  readers, 
one  a  primer  and  the  other  a  first  reader,  that  have  been 
adopted  for  the  use  of  the  first  grade  are  designed  to  extend 
the  pupil's  vocabulary  into  the  field  of  social  relations  and 
to  give  them  an  understanding  of  the  simple  social  concepts. 
Through  instruction  tying  up  with  these  books  these  little 
folks  are  learning  a  better  appreciation  of  the  family  relation- 
ships, the  responsibilities  of  parents  and  children  in  the  home 
and  the  duties  of  the  home  circle  as  well  as  the  service  ren- 
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dered  to  the  individuals  in  the  community  hy  such  people  as 
the  mailman,  grocery  man,  farmer,  iceman,  garage  man,  and 
many  others. 

(c)  Eighth  Grade  Tests 

Standardized  general  achievement  tests  were  again  given  in 
June  to  the  eighth  grade.  Of  the  eight  pupils  taking  the 
test  five  were  above  standard  and  only  one  was  much  below 
standard.  Three  of  the  eight  did  as  well  as  is  normally  ex- 
pected of  freshmen  in  high  school.  All  eight  pupils  entered 
high  school  last  fall  but  at  the  present  time  two  of  them 
dropped  out  of  school. 

Paet  IV.     Finance 

The  expenditures  of  the  past  year  have  been  held  as  low 
as  is  consistent  with  educational  needs.  Because  state  aid 
could  no  longer  be  received  for  two  teachers  at  the  Parade, 
this  year  all  pupils  are  being  taught  by  one  teacher.  Since 
early  in  December  thirty  pupils  have  been  enrolled  and  there 
is  room  for  only  twenty-eight  desks,  so  that  two  pupils  are 
compelled  to  sit  at  a  table.  The  existence  of  this  condition 
cannot  be  permitted  for  long.  For  this  reason  the  estimated 
budget  for  next  year  has  been  so  prepared  as  to  provide  for 
two  teachers  here  if  conditions  so  require.  In  spite  of  this 
extra  provision  in  the  budget  the*  total  appropriation  being 
asked  for  is  only  $80.93  more  than  was  raised  last  year.  The 
following  list  of  appropriations  for  the  past  fifteen  years  to- 
gether with  the  proposed  appropriation  for  this  spring  ma}r 
be  of  interest  to  many :

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Part  V.     School  Plant 

One  major  improvement  to  the  school  plant  in  Barnstead 
has  been  made  during  the  past  year,  of  which  the  people  of 
Barnstead  may  be  justly  proud.  This  is  the  installation  of 
modern  septic  toilets  in  the  remodeled  front  entries  of  the 
Center  schoolhouse.  The  partitions  in  the  front  hall  were 
removed  and  in  each  of  the  two  front  corners  of  the  building 
there  have  been  installed  a  toilet  room  with  two  stools,  so  that 
now  there  are  two  stools  for  boys  and  two  for  girls.  The 
seepage  from  the  two  septic  tanks  drains  into  a  common  cess- 
pool which  was  built  several  feet  from  the  school  building. 

The  old  chemical  toilets  installed  at  the  Beauty  Hill  School 
about  thirteen  years  ago  have  so  rusted  out  that  they  should 
be  replaced  next  summer. 

The  Shackford's  Corner  School  is  still  in  need  of  two  major 
improvements:  (1)  satisfactory  toilet  facilities,  and  (2)  the 
replacement  of  the  old  box  stove  by  a  modern  ventilating 
heater.

Part  VII.     Eeport  of  School  Health  Work 
By  Ruth  S.  Langille,  R.  N. 

The  health  of  Barnstead  school  children  has  been  very 
good  as  a  whole.  Last  Winter  an  epidemic  of  whooping 
cough  was  evident,  but  with  no  very  serious  results.  A  small 
epidemic  of  German  measles  started  but  amounted  to  very 
little.  So  far  this  year,  the  schools  have  been  very  free  from 
epidemics. 

The  correction  of  physical  defects  has  been  very  slow.  Sev- 
eral children  have  been  fitted  to  glasses  and  some  tonsil  and 
adenoid   operations   have    been    accomplished,     A   very    few 
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children  have  been  privileged  to  have  dental  corrections,  but 
the  number  has  been  very  small  considering  the  large  number 
suffering  from  this  most  common  of  all  physical  defects — ne- 
glected teeth. 

Hot  lunches  were  served  in  some  of  the  schools  during  the 
Winter  months  where  it  was  most  needed.  A  very  small 
amount  of  milk  paid  for  by  Federal  funds  was  available  last 
Winter.  Since  the  amount  was  so  small,  it  was  all  used  by 
the  pupils  in  the  Shackford's  Corner  School.  There  is  none 
available  this  year  so  far. 

A  child  was  found  suffering  from  a  mental  break  down  and 
gotten  into  the  State  Hospital  for  observation  and  treatment. 
A  complete  recovery  may  be  expected  with  prompt  and  proper 
treatment. 

One  pre-school  child  was  taken  to  the  Children's  Hospital 
suffering  from  a  serious  asthma  condition.  This  asthma  was 
typed  and  found  to  be  caused  by  certain  articles  in  the  child's 
diet  to  which  this  particular  child  is  very  sensitive.  By  avoid- 
ing these  articles  in  the  diet  this  child  can  live  a  very  normal 
life. 

A  crippled  girl  of  school  age  was  taken  to  Manchester  and 
fitted  to  long  needed  glasses.  She  was  also  seen  by  Dr.  Ezra 
Jones,  the  Crippled  Children's  Specialist,  who  recommended 
treatment  in  the  Children's  Hospital  in  Boston.  The  child 
is  now  in  the  Hospital  and  making  good  progress  toward  re- 
covery. She  will  probably  never  be  really  normal  but  can  be 
expected  to  be  much  better.
